It is vital to make sure 
you have an appointed employee or art 
consultant to catalogue your artwork as 
it is purchased and update records as and 
when necessary. Carefiil record keeping 
of artwork details can prevent confusion 
in the future concerning damage, loss, 
and value.

The best way to care for your new frame 
- cleaning products can often remove 
gold leaf or finishes from frames. 

Matting your artwork to add depth or 
texture to your piece, the differences 
between matting techniques such as 
over matting and float mounting. 



• Archival framing - the different types of papers, pastes, and 
pressure- sensitive tapes that can be used to preserve the 
integrity of artwork, 

• Taking environmental issues into consideration - direct 
sunlight, humidity, heat, etc. 

• The proper backing for your work of art - only archival 
materials, such as acid- free foam board should be used to back 
artwork, so that mould and condensation are avoided. 

Private and Small 
scale Commissions 

When you are considering the question of the appropriateness 
of different types of artworks for your place of business or 
a more private venue, consultations can be very effective in 



helping you to understand what it is that you need, and what 
your options are. A consultant will meet with you to determine 
your specific requirements, based on your budget. If you do 
not have an established budget for artwork, a consultant can 
visit your facility for a small fee depending on the size and 
nature of the project, and provide you with a proposed budget. 
If a facility is still in the planning stages and does not yet 
exist, the consultant will prepare a budget based on your floor 
plans. Please note that the fee will be credited toward the total 
purchase price of the artwork. 

Commissioning art can be one of the most rewarding aspects 
of a project, provided it is effectively and efficiently managed. 
At Justnanco we work and partner with artists, foundries, 
installation engineers, designers etc in coordinating and 
managing projects. We liaise with our clients, designers, 
contractors, artists and the public where necessary to provide 
a unique service to our clients. We undertake initial planning 
coupled with research in identifying and resolving technical 
issues. Where a public art project is being undertaken, we 
involve the public to generate and collate ideas and views to 
help make the project a success. We will guide you through 
the process of short listing, selecting, and briefing the most 
appropriate artist or foundry to participate in the project. We 
will draw up a contract with the artist for producing the work 
and take on the responsibility for monitoring the progress of 
the project to ensure it is completed on time and on budget. 
If you are looking for something 'special' and 'unique', you can 
commission a piece of original art to perfectly fit your interior 
space. Our gallery offers a range of art by currently practicing 
artists and photographers who are available for commissioning 
work. We can also source showcase sculptures, textural and 
three-dimensional artworks for specific design projects. To 
commission a piece of art, simply tell us your requirements and 
we will do the rest.
